Mr. Hiebert, the Conserva- 
tive member for Rosebud, rose when 
Mr. Cross had resumed his seat and 
declared for seven o’clock closing 
while Mr. John ‘I’. Moore, of Red 
Decr, one of the government’s lead- 
in supporters, took strong issue 
with its policy.” While the Satur- 
diy News does not agree with all 
ot Mr. Moore’s conclusions, it re- 
produces his speech in full on 
another page, in recognition not 
only of its merits as a presentation 
of the cause of temperance reform 
but of its significence in the peculiar 
circumstances under which it was 
delivered, While the changes made 
hy the government do not go to the 
length asked by the Moral Reform 
league, they have as their object 
the better enforcement of the liquor 
license law and the further restric- 
tion of the liquor traffic. ‘There 
are to be no rural taverns. No 
application can be entertained for a 
license except ina city or town or 
ina village containing at least 40 
dwelling houses within an area of 
not yreater than 960 acres. Fur- 
than this, there is to be a restric- 
tion as to the number of licenses 
that can be granted in municipal- 
ities. ‘There is tosbe one for the 
first 500 people, one for the next 
OO and one for each additional 
IX), ‘This restriction made it 
necessary to require further accom- 
modation at licensed places. — In- 
stead of 20 bedrooms in towns and 
cities and 10 in villages, each hotel 
must in future provide 45 bedrooms 
Incities, 80 in the towns, and 15 in 
the village. Existing hotels must 
come up to the standard by July 
Ist next, 

In order to aid in the enforcement 
of the law, it is provided that proof 
of the consumption or intended 
Consumption of liquor upon prem- 
Iscs where liquor is alleged to be 
bartered or sold shall be conclusive | 
evidence of such offence.

But the cutting down of the 
hours of closing from. half past 
eleven, as at present, to ten o'clock 
would meet with widespread ap- 
proval, including that of many 
hotelmen. — If this time were named 
in the ordinance, it would give as- 
surance that all who have spent 
their evening in the gratification of 
social instinct over the bar, ‘‘the 
human cry for comradeship,’’ as 
Mr. Moore puts it, were home in 
time for a good night's sleep, pre- 
paratory for next day's work, and 
that much of the roystering which 
now goes on in the hour and a half 
before the bars close would be 
avoided, With this further amend-

The clause in the provincial rail- 
way bill preventing the operation 
of street railways on Sunday in 
Alberta, in opposing which Mr. 
Rosenroll joined the members of 
the opposition, follows exactly a 
sinilar clause in the Dominion. It 
makes merely a general regulation 
but, as the Saturday News under- 
stands it, there is nothing to pre- 
vent the legislature from giving the 
privilege of Sunday cars to a 
municipality, when conditions war- 
rant them, While puritanical no- 
tions are nol generally prevalent in 
this part of the west, most people 
are disposed to recognize the advis- 
ability of preserving a day of rest 
for workingmen as far as possible 
and it is well to have the onts 
placed upon those who desire Sun- 
day cars in a particular city of 
proving that it needs them, 

The Kdmonton Bulletin, — the 
Camrose Mail, and several other 
leading provincial newspapers insist 
on stating that ‘Postmaster Genu- 
eral Mulock’’ has annotnced a 
surplus of $800,000. Now Mr. 
Mulock has been occupying a posi- 
tion on the Supreme Court bench of 
Ontario for well on to two years 
back and it is hardly fair to ask 
him to shoulder the disgrace of the 
surplus, even though it was his 
policy of cheeseparing which was 
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responsible for it and incidentally 
for the postal service under which 
Western Canada has been writhing. 


The death of Dr. Oronhyatekha, 
the head of the Independent Order 
of Foresters, removes a picturesque 
figure. He was the subject of very 
bitter criticism in the conduct of the 
business of the great Order over 
which he presided. Whether it 
was well justified or not, we shall 
probably not have long to wait now 
to determine. He was a_ full- 
blooded Six Nation Indian and the 
success which he achieved has 
proven a source of no small inspir- 
ation to his race. 

The Conservative 
has been returned to power in 
Manitoba by amajority in the 
neighborhood of fifteen. ‘Ihe cam- 
paign, which was waged largely on 
the question of the boundaries, was 
a dirty one from start to finish on 
both sides and reflects no credit on 
the province. A striking feature 
of the result is the defeat of the 
Liberal leader, Mr Brown, in Port- 
age la Prairie. His selection for 
the post before he had even occu- 
pied a seat in the Legislature, was 
a novel experiment, © Whether he 
will now continue in politics is 
doubtful. Dr. McFadden, the pro- 
vincial secretary, was the only cab- 
inet minister defeated. Johnston 
(Liberal) came out against ex- 
mayor Sharpe in West Winnipeg, 
but the other seats in the capital 
went Conservative, Mr Macdonald, 
of the A. Macdonald Co. being 
beaten in North Winnipeg. 

After much discussion the I{d- 
monton council has decided on the 
streets which the six miles of car 
line, to be constructed during the 
coming summer, will traverse. ‘The 
main line will run on Jasper, from 
St. Gatherine St. in ‘the Groat 
Estate to Government avenue, the 
eastern boundary of the city. The 
other streets on which construction 
will take place are : 

Kirst street, from Jasper avente 
to Isabella street. 

Isabella street, from First street 
to Namayo avenue. 

Namayo avenue, from Jasper 
avenue to Norwood Boulevard. 

Syndicate avenue, from Jasper 
avente to Norwood Boulevard, west 
to connect with the line at Namayo 
avente, 

It has also been decided that be- 
fore other extensions are made, lines 
will be built along Jasper avenue 
aust to the city park at View Point 
and north on Namayo to the G.'T, 
P. shops. ‘These cannot be at- 
tempted this year, the mayor told 
the council, ‘This being the case, 
it is difficult to understand what 
the object of laying down a 
policy at this date is. 
Another cotincil may be in power 
by the tine the extensions are to 
be ordered and it will doubtless 
have its own ideas. Even if the 
present council did take up the 
matter, the members would, judg- 
ing from past experience, have 
found reason for changing their 
minds in the meanwhile.

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Mountifield & Graves have re- 
modeled and enlarged their office at 
834 Jasper Ave.

F. B. Girdlestone, manager of 
the docks at Bristol, Mngland, who 
visited the west last summer had 
the following to say of Mdmonton 
in a recent article ; 

“Hdmonton will be a great city 
soon; nothing can stop it. It is 
surrounded by very fertile land, 
and numerous borings reveal rich 
deposits of coal. Owing presum- 
ably to the jie of the mountains 
and the deflection of warm currents 
of air, the climate of the great rect- 
angle, which has four corners, 
Winnipeg, Kdmonton, Winnipeg 
and Minneapolis, is not nearly so 
rigorous as people in England 
think, nor when the thermometer 
falls to zero is the cold felt, pro- 
vided the air is still and dry. ‘The 
climate, as I found in the autumn, 
fosters intense energy and inspires 
the worker with confidence of suc- 
cess. From intercourse with in- 
habitants of towns I visited, and 
still more in the cars in which I 
was a passenger for days, I received 
a profound impression of their en- 
terprise and hopefulness."’ 


W.S. Weeks, who has recently 
spent six weeks in British Colum- 
bia, in comparing real estate values 
in Edmonton with those in Van- 
couver and Victoria, says he is sur- 
prised at the number of Northwest- 
ern people who are buying property 
in those places. He thinks there 
are far better opportunities right 
here in Hdmonton. ‘The rentals 
from business property in Vancou- 
ver and Victoria will average about 
4% per cent on the investment, 
while Edmonton property pays 
about 8 per cent; residential pro- 
perty in the Coast cities pays from 
6 to 7 per cent on the investment 
while residential property in Kd- 
monton pays around 12 per cent. 
Comparing Edmonton’s prospects 
with those of Vancouver and Vic- 
toria he thinks Edmonton will out- 
strip both cities within 10 years. 
It is expected that the C.P.R. will 
establish new terminals on the 
West Coast of Vancouver Island 
which would be detrimental to 
Vancouver and Victoria, while 
there are exceedingly bright pros- 
pects that Edmonton will be the 
greatest railway and distributing 
centre in Western Canada. In 
view of these prospects Mr. Weeks 
maintains that investments in EEd- 
monton real estate offer greater 
chances for profitable returns than 
the coast cities. Choice business 
property in Vancouver is held at 
$1500 per foot with very few

The R. M. M. Carter property, 
comprising 138 acres, to the north 
of the power house in Wetaskiwin, 
has been sold to a syndicate for 
$200 an acre.

The largest property transfer 
that has occurred in Kdmonton in 
a considerable time was that by 
which Messrs. York and Secord, 
owners of the Windsor Hotel, be- 
came the owners of the Alberta 
Hotel as well, purchasing the latter 
from If. D. Grierson for $125,000. 
In 1897 Messrs. Grierson and Jack- 
son bebame the proprietors and in 
1902 Mr. Grierson bought Mr. 
Jackson’s interest out. 


Mr Burns’ purchase in Kdmonton 
consisted of 100 feet on the west 
side of Third street, just north of 
Jasper avenue lane. A year ‘ago 
Messrs York & Driscoll purshased 
the property and the lot immediat- 
ely north for $20,000, = ‘The latter 
they sold six months ago for $10,- 
000 while Mr Burns paid $30,000 
for his purchase, leaving $20,000 
clear to the former owners. 

Sheriff Robertson has sold lots 
63 and 64, block 6, H.B.R. to J. 
I,. Cote for $42,666. ‘This is the 
property on Jasper between 5th and 
6th streets on which his comimod- 
ious residence stands. Mr Cote 
takes possession on May Ist. ‘The 
Sheriff is likely to build a residence 
on his two lots, next to Dr. Picker- 
ing’s, on 6th street. 

The great activity in Strathcona 
property continues, P. Burns dur- 
ing his recent visit bought on each 
side of the river. His Strathcona 
purchase was the Parrish property 
at the corner of Whyte and West 
Railway for $35,000. Less than a 


year ago it was purchased by 
Messrs. Duggan & Sache for 
$20,000.

The bill authorizing the C. P. R. 
to build from Strathcona to Cam- 
rose passed its second reading in .the 
House of Commons on ‘luesday. 
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The Abolition of the Bar. 


John T. Moore, M.P.P. places 
himself on record in a 
forcible manner. 

The following is a verbatim 
report of the speech delivered on 
Monday in the Alberta Legislature 
by John ‘I. Moore, M.P.P. for Red 
Deer in the debate following the 
attorney-general’s announcement of 
his proposed amendments in the 
Liquor Ordinances : 


Mr. Speaker :—The time has come for ; 


the statement by any member of this 
House of his views upon the important 
question under consideration 
and I cannot let the opportun- 
ity pass in silence. I, therefore, rise to 
place myself on record before the house 
and before the country, 

I shall not enter upon any general dis- 
cussion of this Bill, amending the Liquor 
License Act, as I shall have that privilege 
in the Committee of the Whole House, 
but I call the attention of the Attorney- 
General to the repeal by this Bill of an 
important clause regulating the arrange- 
ment of doors communicating with Bar- 
rooms. ‘This may bean accidental omis- 
sion that will be remedied later. 1 also 
regret that in villages and other places 
licenses can be issued without regard to 
the wish of the majority. 

I trust it will not long be possible under 
the law lo force a license against the will 
of the majority. 

The respect, however, in which I have 
suffered the keenest disappointment is 
that no provision has been made for cur- 
tailment in the hours during which bar- 
rooms can remain cpu In view of the 
large and influential delegations that pre- 
sented their views to the Government ask- 
ing that bars be closed at seven o'clock in 
the evening, I regret that their request 
has not been reflected in the Bill. I had 
reason to expect that the hours would be 
shortened at least from half past cleven to 
ten o'clock, as some concession, but that 
is wanting, and Iam sorely disappointed. 
I think the omission is a great mistake. 

The Bill is for the regulation and 
restriction of the liquor traffic. ‘This and 
all similar legislation implies and declares 
that there is a peril abroad that is a men- 
ace to the community, and the object of 
such leyislation is the welfare and protec- 
tion of the people. TI have often appeared 
as an advocate for restriction and pleaded 
with legislators for such protection, ‘To- 
day I stand as a member of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of this splendid Province 
of Alberta, not to advance any personal

No one can object to the restriction of 
the evils of the drink traffic. 
would dare to defend the evils of the 
traffic. This purports to be the principle 
of the bill. | Does it stop short of what it 
ought todo? I answer—I think it does. 

To clarify the grounds of this discussion 
let it be borne in mind that all the follow- 
ing questions are eliminated from present 
consideration, viz:—Prohibition of the 
liquor traffic, compensation, high license, 
legal status of the traffic, revenue, state 
responsibility, personal liberty, political 
economics, and the proper place and use 
of spirituous liquors. It is all narrowed 
down to the question—What scope shall 
be given to the Bar? 

This is a serious matter. It is analog- 
ous to playing with a fire ora plague. 
The evils are manifest to all. We must 
not like the silly ostrich stick our heads 
in the sand and think we are safe. We 
cannot close our eyes and be guiltless; or 
join in the declaration of the first mur- 
derer—"'T_ am not my brother’s keeper.”’ 
We must face the facts—see our duty and 
then have the courage to do it. 

Here I see, upon the order paper for to- 
day, legislation against ‘Noxious Weeds” 
What about the crop of drunkards? I 
think the people of Alberta expect us to 
stop--as far as we can—the ‘Tragedy of 
Drink,’’ whose slaughtered hecatombs 
exceed the combined devastations of fam- 
ine, pestilence and war. 

With the man who ‘uses and don't 
abuse’’ spirituous liquors I have no 
controversy here and now. 
Only I would cite -the incident — of 
the man who was treading a dangerous 
path on the face of a cliff when he heard 
the call of his child— Mather watch where 
you are going, | am following you."

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Mr. Fowler’s Threat. 


The recent threat, made by Mr. 
Fowler, M.P., who obtained so 
much undesirable notoriety in con- 
nection with the western land deals 
on which the insurance commission 
threw light, that if the Liberal 
members of the House tried to 
make it uncomfortable for him, he 
would hit back, cannot be allowed 
to stand without action being taken 
upon it. 

“What Mr. Fowler said was this: If he 
were attacked as to his private life, and 
he held this term to include his land 
transactions in the north-west, as brought 
out in the insurance investigation, he 
would retaliate against ministers. 

Here are his words: ‘We will give you 
the true side of the Hyman case, too,” 
and later on: ‘If matters in connection 
with my private business are to be dis- 
cussed in this House, I shall take an 
opportunity to discuss the ai char- 
acter of members of this administration 
and members on the government side; 
and when I speak of the indisposition of 
an hon member, which keeps him out of 
this House, what it was and how it was 
brought about, 1 shall discuss the char- 
acters of the hon. members opposite, 
whether they are ministers or private 
members, and their connection with 
women, wine and graft.’ 

And further on: “If you are going to 
begin that kind of thing Ido not propose 
to be singled out for such kinds of attack. 
There are gentlemen opposite living in 
very thin glass honses. I have taken a 
little trouble and pains to gather together 
some data with respect lo some of them; 
and if Tam attacked I do not propose to 
allow any such insinuations as were made 
by the member for Yale and Cariboo 
(Ross) to pass without retaliating.” 

And then; ‘Let them attack meas 
quickly as they like. [am = prepared to 
defend myself, and Iam prepared along 
with that defence to carry war into the 
enemy's camp, and give them, not one 
Roland, but twenty Rolands for their one 
Oliver." 

And for a wind up: “If Lam attacked 1 
shall defend myself, and not only defend 
myself but lead an attack." 

If Mr. Fowler has any tntorma- 
tion regarding the character and 
conduct of members of the govern- 
ment, which if divulged would lead 
the electors of Canada to the con- 
clusion that they should not occupy 
their positions, he is in duty bound 
to make it public. If a charge of 
graft in connection with public bus- 
iness could be brought home to 
any of them, we do not doubt that 
it would be preferred without de- 
lay. The opposition's sources of 
political capital are not so numerous 
that they would hesitate to avail 
themselves of any reasonable chance 
of discrediting the administration. 
As to charges, affecting the private 
life of ministers, the case is some- 
what different. It has been an 
open secret for many years that in 
this respect there have been weak 
points in the armor of men who 
stood in high places in both parties. 
If one of their opponents took the 
initiative in bringing certain facts 
to the public attention, it has been 
recognized that their positions could 
be made uncomfortable and even 
intolerable. But naturally the role 
is one which few have been anxious 
to asstumne. Now, however, that 
Mr. Fowler has issued a general 
accusation, he has no right to hold 
back. If he has any self-respect, 
he will tell everything that he 
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knows and stand the full conse- 
quences. His own operations, as 
brought out before the commission, 
are assuredly a matter of legitimate 
discussion. 

If he cannot defend himself suc- 
cessfully, he and his associates have 
no place in parliament. The tu 
quoque argument will not do, The 
public must have the whole facts 
and any conspiracy of silence will 
reflect seriously upon the character 
of parliament as a whole.

Farmers’ Shipments of Grain. 


The past cold spell combined 
with the shortage of cars has had a 
discouraging effect on Farmers’ 
shipments of grain. 

Instances are cited in which 
orders for cars were three weeks in 
being filled, and in other instances 
as long a time elapsed before a car 
was taken from the siding after 
having been loaded. 

Much of their delay was unavoid- 
able as the railway compunies were 
severely taxed to move their pas- 
senger trains and supply fuel for 
the prairie sections. 

But with more moderate weather 
traffic is being resumed and from 
those points at which market prices 
are not satisfactory farmers’ ship- 
ments will resume their former pro- 
portions. 

We have yet to hear of a ship- 
ment which did not turn out satis- 
factory or which did not yield sub- 
stantial returns for the additional 
labor connected with the loading 
and shipping of it. Knowing what 
we should get and a disposition to 
strike out and get it is the surest 
way to secure fuel market prices 
for otir own products. 


The Two Combines. 

A few days ago a Saturduy News 
represetitative heard two farmers 
discussing the prices of wheat and 
oats and both were agreed that 
there must be a combine to depress 
prices and that the government is 
responsible for the present deplor- 
able condition of affairs. 

An hour later we entered a groc- 
ery store and over-heard two ladies 
inquiring the price of butter and 
eggs. When being told that the 
price of the one was 85c. per Ib. 
and the other 75c. per doz., they 
exclaimed, isn’t it terrible! how 
are we people in town to live paying 
such prices? These farmers must 
be combiners together to make us 
pay whatever they see fit to ask,

Values. 


The winter has heard many wise 
lectures on the law of values, but 
none gave a clearer idea of it than 
did our friend Mr. IX. N. Barker 
when he said ‘‘” 
depends on one's 
enough of it.’’ 


Wheat is low because the millers 
have no doubt of their ability to do 
this; butter and eggs are high 
because consumers of 
modities find dificulty in supplying 
their needs. 


Let the miller fear that he will 
not be able to secure a supply at 
the price he is paying and he will 
bid up, when the buyer of butter 
and eggs finds that he is accumu- 
lating too large a supply of these, 
he will bid low or stop buying for 
a season and the seller finding buy- 
ers indifferent must sell at a lower 
price or keep his produce. If two 
men are in need of hay and there is 
but one load on the market, the 
man who owns that load will get a 
good price for it if he knows his 
business. If on the other hand 
there are two loads on the market 
and but one man comes to buy, 
that man will get cheap hay, and

he is the successful man who pro- | 


duces wheat two men are in need of. 


Hay is dear in Kdmonton because 
there are more men here who need 
hay than there are who have it to 
sell; it is comparatively eheap in 
Didsbury because there are more 
men with hay to sell than there are 
men who want to buy; just how 
dear it will become in Idmonton 
depends on the buyer's necessity 
and the hope he has of securing a 
supply ‘elsewhere. How cheap it 
will get in Didsbury depends on the 
seller's necessity and the hope he 
has of selling elsewhere. 

Here is where the middleman or 
a combination of middlemen come 
in. If they can keep the Mdmon- 
ton man ignorant of the Didsbury 
farmers’ surplus, and the Didsbury 
farmer ignorant of the Edmonton 


man's shortage, they will ‘‘make a | ;

The winter has heard many wise 
lectures on the law of values, but 
none gave a clearer idea of it than 
did our friend Mr. EK. N. Barker 
when he said ‘The value of a thing 
depends on one's ability to get 
enough of it.’’ 


Wheat is low because the millers 
have no doubt of their ability to do 
this; butter and eggs are high 
because consumers of these com- 
modities find difficulty in supplying 
their needs. 


Let the miller fear that he will 
not be able to secure a supply at 
the price he is paying and he will 
bid up, when the buyer of butter 
and eggs finds that he is accumu- 
lating too large a supply of these, 
he will bid low or stop buying for 
a season and the seller finding buy- 
ers indifferent must sell at a lower 
price or keep his produce. 
men are in need of hay and there is 
but one load on the market, the 
man who owns that load will get a 
good price for it if he knows his 
business.

McMullen came through the ordeal 
very well and almost convinced his 
hearers that the C.P.R. is being 
operated in the interest of the poor. 

In the matter of car shortage he 
called the attention to the fact that 
the number of cattle handled by 
the C.P.R. in 1906 exceeded that 
of 1905 by 81,000; that all of these 
cattle were thrown on the market 
within three months; that the dis- 
tance from Calgary to Montreal is 
2,350 miles, and that once a car is 
put into commission it will have to 
travel 4,600 miles before it is re- 
turned for another consignment. 
He said that that the practice of 
throwing so many cattle on the 
market in so short a time was the 
cause of many of the evils of which 
the stockmen complain, because it 
results in car shortage and uncer- 
tain transportation ; it glutted the 
markets with second grade cattle 
and poor prices naturally followed. 

He stated that his first acquaint- 
ance with the cattle business was in 
the State of ‘Texas; that at that 
time he thought the range method 
was the only sane method of raising 
cattle; that when heard the name 
of Pennsylvania he naturally 
thought of coal, iron and steel, but 
when coming east he found Penn- 
sylvania produced more cattle than 
did Texas, and that these brought 
to their owners many times as much 
money as did those of the southern 
ranges; that if the Alberta stock- 
men will adopt the Pennsylvania 
method of feeding their coarse 
grains and will distribute in the 
marketing season, they will, to a 
large extent, avoid car shortage 
and unsatisfactory prices. 

Among the speakers of the even- 
ing session was Mr Pounds, a ran- 
cher, who stated that he had been 
driven to shipping his own cattle 
by the oppressive methods of P. 
Burns & Co. ‘That on a consign- 
ment of 200 head of steers he real- 
ized $650 more than the buyers of 
P. Burns & Co, would offer him. 
He thought this was good enough, 
so hereturned toAlberta and bought 
up 200 head of steers, paying 4c. 
more per lb. than the agents of 
Burns & Co. were offering. These 
cattle netted him $1500.00, and on 
these two consignments he made 
more money than he did during 
five years of ranching. 

Mr Bredin, M.P.P. from the 
Peace River district, told of the 
wealth of the great northland ; 
wealth in fish, oil, coal, marl, stone 


and timber; that 101 townships 


north of Edmonton there is a flour- 
ing mill grinding 200 barrels of 
flour daily from wheat grown in its 
own vicinity; that when Chicago 
was only a hamlet, cattle were 
grazing on along the banks of the 
Peace river; that the descendants 
of these cattle are still in a thriving 
and vigorous condition ; and that 
once transportasion to the north is 
secured, the world will then realize 
the truth of what has been so often 
stated, that the best part of Alberta 
has not yet been thrown open to 
settlement. 

Representatives of Clay, Robin- 
son & Co. and the Union Stock 
Yards Co. Chicago, also addressed 
the convention, setting forth the 
advantages which that city offers 
as a market for beef cattle. 

The speaker who had the most 
unpleasant task of the evening to 
perform was Mr W. F. Puffer, 
M.P.P. from Lacombe, and buyer 
for P. Burns & Co. He had heen 
accused of adopting the spoils sys- 
tem in appointing brand inspectors, 
etc. in his district. However after 
he had explained all the circum- 
stances connected with these ap- 
pointments the audience seemed 
satisfied that he had been wrong- 
fully charged in that point. But 
on other points he did not succeed 
quite as well as did Mr McMullen 
in proving that his principal con- 
ducted his business along philan- 
thropic lines. 

‘There were two addresses which 
were deserving of a much more ex- 
tended notice than space will per- 
mit us to give. One was by the 
manager of the Northern Bank of 
Kidmonton, the other by the mana- 
ger of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, Red Deer. 

They said that the attitude of 
the banks is more favorable to pro- 
ducers than to mere speculators ; 
the prosperity of the banks depends 
on the prosperity of the producers 
and the stockmen were included in 
in that class. 

As to their attitude towards in- 
dividuals, these gentlemen stated 
that the basis of all credit is integ- 
rity and skill; no matter what a 
man’s other qualifications may be 
if he lacks integrity there can be 
no basis upon which he can obtain 
credit at a bank. But besides in- 
tegrity he must have the skill to do 
that for which he purposes making 
a loan todo. When a stockman 
has both of these there is almost no 
limit to the credit which he may be 
able to obtain,

The Calgary Herald last week 
published a lengthy article which 
made serious reflections upon Mr. 
Malcolm Mackenzie, the local 
member for Mcleod and the de- 
partment of the Interior. It arose 
out of a request made in the House 
of Commons by John Herron M.P., 
for particulars regarding the case 
of King and H. I. Lyon vs. M. 
Mackenzie et al, a piece of litigation 
which has been before the courts 
for some years past. In 1901 H. 
E.Lyon, who went into the Crow’s 
Nest asa C. P. R. uperator and is 
now a merchant there, made ap- 
plication for the patent to the 
quarter section, that is now the 
townsite of Blairmore and that has 
a present valuation of something 
like $100,000. He found that 
there were two other claimants,one 
of whom was Felix Montalbetti, a 
C.P.R. sectioninan. ‘The value of 
their respective claims it is not 
necessary to enter into here, though 
the statement made to the Herald 
takes the question up very fully. 
The departinent decided that the 
patent should issue to Montalbetti. 
The latter made an agreement 
assigning his rizghtsto Mr, Macken- 
zie and the patent was issued to 
the present member for McLeod. 
Mr. Lyon immediately began pro- 
ceedings with a view to reopening 
the matter. He could get no satis- 
faction out of the department of 
Interior officials, so he decided to 
appeal to the courts, 

In connection with this appeal a 
technical point arises, which has a 
very important bearing on the case. 
Without a ‘‘fiat’’ from the minister 
of justice, making the King a plain- 
tiff along with Mr. Lyon, the latter 
could have no legal standing. ‘This 
fiat was finally granted and an in- 
junction was issued by Justice Bur- 
bridge restraining the defendants 
from dealing with the land, pend- 
ingy an exchequer court suit. 

Justice Wetinore was appointed 
referee.

ported that Montalbetti’s state- 
ment, on the strength of which the 
patent was issued were false. The 


plaintiff thought a verdict. in his | 


favor was inevitable but before the 
case came before the exchequer 
court, the Crown withdrew the 
support, which as has just been ex- 
plained, was necessary to give Mr. 
Lyon legal standing, without costs. 
However, at a later stage, the 
Crown paid the taxed costs. 
An appeal was made to the Supreme 
Court but in January of the 
present year it also found against 
the plaintiff. 

This is the case in broad outline. 
The charge which the Herald 
makes inconnection with it is that 
the governmental machinery has 
been used to prevent Mr. Lyon 
from obtaining justice and that Mr, 
Mackenzie stands in his present 
fortunate position as a result of his 
It is needless to 
point out how serious these accus- 
ations are. Mr. Mackenzie brought 
the matter up in the House and 
characterized the Herald story as 
‘‘absolute misrepresentation.’’ He 
followed it up with a lengthy state- 
ment in the press. Let usexamine 
what he had to say. 

In connection with Justice Wet- 
more’s decision as referee, Mr. 
Mackenzie points out that a very 
important omission is made in the 
Herald story. Justice Wetmore 
distinctly declared that there was 
no evidence before him to warrant 
him in coming to.the conclusion 
that Mr. Mackenzie had any reason 
for believing that Montalbetti’s cla- 
ims were fraudulent,as the judge on 
investigating them found them to 
be. This clears Mr. Mackenzie at 
this stage of the proceedings, 

But what the Saturday News 
cannot understand is why, after 
Justice Wetmore had adjudged as 
fraudulent Montalbetti’s.: claims, 
on the strength of which Mr Mac- 
Kenzie obtained the property, the 
Crown took the step it did in with- 
drawing its support from the case 
and making it impossible for Mr. 
Lyon to make good his claims. 

Mr. Mackenzie in his statement 
to the press says that ‘‘since the 
day Mr. Justice Wetmore made his 
findings of fact, Lyon had noth- 
ing to hope for and further litiga- 
tion was useless.’’ How is this 
statement to be reconciled with the 
part of Justice Burbridge’s judg- 
ment in discussing the case in which 
he said. 

‘Tt is very plain that the 
defendant Mackenzie obtained the 
land in question through fraud (not 
his own but Montalbetti’s)but owing 
to the action of the Crown, which I 
can hardly understand, in with- 
drawing from the case, I am forced 
to find that Lyon had no legal right 
to cancel the patent of Mackenzie, 
but had the Crown remained in the 
case, I would fitid that Mackenzie 
obtained the land by fraud and 
immediately cancel his patent. 
However, I have no alternative in 
the matter and will dismiss the case 
without costs.’’ 

It is now up to the government 
to explain its action in) withdraw- 
ing its stipport from the case. 

Another point which requires 
further explanation of the part of 
Mr MacKenzie has todo with the 
question of the costs. It will be 
noted that the judgment quoted 
above reads ‘‘without costs.’’ Mr. 
Mackenzie in his statement says: 
“The judgment provided that 
Lyon’s costs should be paid. I 
presume, because the court consid- 
ered that he had properly put the 
law in motion to defend his 
squatter’s rights.’’ is the judge
